DRY LAW A FAILURE WITH­ 
OUT ADEQUATE COURTS] 


New York, January 25.—Two 
of 
the men most involved in the enforce­ 
ment of prohibition in this 
country 
today told more 
than 200 ministers, 
the majority of them members of the 
Antisakxm League, that the present 
enforcement 
machinery 
is utterly 
inadequate. 
Both the speakers, Gen. 
Lincoln C. Andrews, Assistant Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, and Emery 
R. 
Buckner, United States District A t­ 
torney, 
are the 
sons of ministers. 
They spoke at the annual union min­ 
isters' meeting 
of 
the 
Antisaloon 
League. 
Gen. Andrews said that a gradual 
breakdown in t.he morale of prohibi­ 
tion agents and the ooaM guard had 
resulted 
from 
the 
failure 
of the 
courts to function properly. 
Buckner 
said that only radical changes in the 
judicial machinery, at a great expen­ 
diture, could make 
prohibition suc­ 
cessful. 
He charged that the “hired 
men” of the Antisaloon 
Iieague 
at 
Washington werre afraid to tell 
the 
truth about the situation. 
Turning 
from 
the 
Antisaloon 
League’s “hired 
men”, the 
federal 
prosecutor told of a conference, soon 
after he took office, with “one of the 
highest officials 
having to do with 
prohibition enforcement”. 
“This official”, he told the minis­ 
ters, “said it was never intended that 
the Federal Government should 
en­ 
force the prohibition laws. 
I receiv­ 
ed not the slightest support from any 
federal authority. 
Gen. Andrews, in telling 
of 
the 
morale among enforcement agencies, 
said members of the coast guard were 
growing 
weary of 
arresting the 
same violators and seizing the same 
rum boats over and over again, and 
they are beginning to 
suspect 
that 
they are the only ones trying to en­ 
force prohibition”. 
“Bum runners”, he said, “were set 
free on bail to make more trouble for 
the coast guard, while the 
govern­ 
ment pays high prices for the stor­ 
age and protection of seized liquor to 
be 
used 
as evidence 
at the trials, 
some time just short of the judgment 
day”. 
Gen. Andrew said that after hav­ 
ing talked with 
Senators, Congress­ 
men and high officials at Washington, 
he was convinced that Buckner had 
“laid hold of the great obstacle 
in 
the path of enforcement”, the lack of 
proper judicial machinery. 
“Gelt me the courts to try my cas­ 
es”, he pleaded. “I was introduced to 
you today as the man responsible for 
prohibition enforcement in this coun­ 
try. 
I’m not. 
I tell you I’m only a 
policeman. 
I can catch the violators. 
1. can catch them by the thousands, 
but what good does it do when there 
are no courts in which to try them? 
“I am trying to put some of 
the 
big fellows, the great organizers of 
the liquor traffic, where they belong. 
In a number of districts I have 
the 
evidence, but I am compelled to wait 
until I know that I have 
the court 
machinery to handle the cases”. 
The ministers passed a resolution 
commending 
Buckner’s 
padlock ac­ 
tivities and another asking that 
he 
concentrate such activities 
against 
“exclusive” places selling liquor, as 
well as /those catering to the “sport­ 
ive types”. 
“Padlocks on a few places, for ex­ 
ample, on Park avenue, 
where 
the 
law 
is consistently ami openly vio­ 
lated, would have a decidedly whole­ 
some effect,” said the second resolu­ 
tion. 
A third resolution called upon 
the Republican party 
to fulfill pre­ 
election pledges of stalte enforcement.

FEDERAL PROSECUTOR SAYS 


II PER CAPITA 
U\ RANKS LOW 


Jefferson City, January 
25.—Cost 
of oporating Missouri’s State Gov­ 
ernment has been the lowest per cap­ 
ita 
of 
seven 
West-North Central 
.states, with the exception of Nebras­ 
ka, and Missouri spent 
three times 
more than Nebraska 
in running its 
Government. This is shown in a com­ 
pilation received here at the capitol 
from the United States Census 
Bu­ 
reau at Washington. 
The data, 
the 
latest available, shows conditions dur­ 
ing 1924 and fiscal periods of that 
year ending in 1925. 
The per capita cost of 
Missouri 
State government for 1924 was $7.74, 
an d the total expended amounted to 
$26,754,000. 
Nebraska was the only 
one of the seven states in the group 
which had a lower per capita rate, 
the figures showing its per 
capita 
cost of government at $6.06. 
It 
is 
shown, however, that Nebraska only 
disbursed $8,140,000 for its 
govern­ 
ment during 1924. 
Kansas had 
a per capita govern­ 
ment oost far 1924 
of 
$22.61, and 
spent $40,739,000 .to operate its gov­ 
ernment, the figures disclosed. 
The four other states in the West 
North Central group were shown to 
have spent the following in running 
their governments during 1924: 
Min­ 
nesota, $12.81 per capita, $32,227,000 
expended; Iowa, $10.08 per 
capita, 
$24,988,000 expended; North Dakota, 
$24.45 per capiita, $16,521,000 expend­ 
ed; South Dakota $14.80 per capita, 
$9,930,000 expended. 
Illinois spent $12.03 per capita for 
jts government during 1924, with a 
total of $1 2,8 1 8,00 0, while Tennessee 
spent $5.04 per capita and expended a 
total of $12,112,000.
